IS CRITICAL. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Adminis- 
tration Is..,endeavor-tag to stimul'ate the 
dispatch of troops and naval reinforce- 
ments to China to meet the emergency 
at Tien Tsin. Reports that have been 
received over nigtot at the Navy Depart- 
ment, tout which are temporarily withheld 
from publication, are, it is believed, con- 
firmatory of the reports from Europe of" 
the need of reinforcements for the inter- 
national forces at Tien Tsin. 
It is understood tbat low water in the 
Pel Ho river Is preventing Uie naval ves- 
sels at Taku from going to the assist- 
ance O'f the small force at Tieoi Tain, and 
It is probable that TIO boat drawing more 
water than a torpedo boat can giet 'that 
far up the river. In that .case the,purpose 
of the Navy Department In "hasiternlng- the 
ftmboat Nashvyje and the old Monocacy 
;o Taku has been in part defeated, for 
even wfcth their lig-ht draft, it Is improb- 
able that they could ascend the Pel Ho as 
far as Tien Tsin during the extreme low 
•wa'ter at present. Jjn this 'Case the only 
recourse is the iise of troops and naval 


battalions afoot. The distance from Tn- 
ku to Tieri Tsin is tibout ithlrty miles, 
but the traveling Is bud, and if there is 
much opposition the journey ml?hL occu- 
py several clays. 


The 
emergency described !rt AH mi ral 
Kr-mpit's dispatches ha? led Lhe War De- 
partment to make, n.n extra effor'f, to hur- 
ry forward the Ninth Ro^ime-nL .from Lu- 
zon to Taku. It was reported by G-eneral 
Mac-Arthur, upon the receipt of the orig- 
inal order io send these troops to China, 
limit owing to tlie break in railway com- 
munication between Tarlac, the headquar- 
ters of the Ninth, anil Manila, and the 
prevalence In the harbor of a typhoon, It 
would probably not bo passible for the 
troops to get away before the 21! h insr. 
The War Department Is -now determined 
that this movfcmemt shall be hats te nod. if 
it is possible to do so, and lias instructed 
General MacArthur in such fashion us to 
warrant the. belief here that the troops 
will bs; on th-elr way Lo Ohir.a no<t Inu-r 
Chan tomorrow evening, thus saving1 one 
or two clays on Lhe original calculation. 


There is also good reason Lo believe that 
the authorities will dispatch at least urn 
1 


other regiment from Manila ito China with 
the least possible delay, in order thai tlio 
United States m;iy be in a better position 
to assist the allied forces d'n "protecting 
the lives and property of foreigners. 
The United. States Consuln.ta at Tien 
Tyin, which late news* advices reports 
to have been destroyed, is situated tar 
up on the -Meadows road, which runs T.U 
from the Pei Ho directly through the 
center ot the itown. It is far remo\reA 
from any o'f the other consulates ana 
pract.ical-ly isolated from all c*thor for- 
eign buildings. This might explain tho 
report otf its destruction before the rest 
of the foreign consulates wore molested. 
The 
Japanese anUi Russian consulates 
are close toge-ther on the ^IMeoxiowis ro^td 
no-ar the river. Away ofT by themselves, 
farther 
up the river, stand the British 
and French builldings, close to each oth- 
er. The American consulate is or was (as 
the case may bo) one of the most impos- 
ing and substantial buildings In the town. 
A recent census of Tien Tsin, shows the 
foreign population to be about 1,OOU per- 
ons, including: 310 Americans. Thus the 
report from Japan that 1,500 foreigners at 
Tien 
Tsin h,a<- been massacred would 
seem to be untrue or grossly exaggerated 
in point rJC numbers. 
Kvery foreigner within the city's boun- 
dary would have 'to be killed to bring 
the total up to anywhere near tliat num- 
ber.

news from China laid before the Cabinet 
meeting today was a telegram to the Sec 
retary of the Navy, giving tho movement 
of vessels in 'Chinese waters. The text 
of tho messag:e» however, was root made 
public. That the President and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet regard the situation 
in China as extremely critical, is shown 
by the fact that the preliimina-ry prep- 
arations are t=elng- made to send forward 
additional troops in case of need, A tele- 
gram "will be sent to- General iMa-cArtliur 
a,t Manila this aifternoon, asking how 
arge a force he can spare, should it be- 
come necessary to send them to China. 
No answer lo this inquiry is expected be- 
fore tomorrow, wliem instructions may be 
sent to have transports and troops in 
readiness in anticipation •of orders t»o Fail. 
It Is said that It is not the purpose of 
the President to dispatch these additional 
troops at once, except in the event that 
the situation becomes even more grave 
and critical than at present. The cable- 
gram to MaeArthur was a precautionary 
measure taken with a view to being in 
readiness to meet any emergency.

graph Company for occupancy. 
Ten minutes alter the lire broke out the 
en-tire ibuilding Avas in flames a^nd the ad- 
joining structiipes, 'Lhe')3xchonge Nationail 
Ban'k, .tlie Hue'Se 'building. Pitt's saloon 
and restaurant and A. M. Alurdock's ficw- 
&r st'ore w^are on fire and Hie f.a.mes wore 
burning so fiercely that little hope was 
entertained of savins any of them. Five 
minutes la.ter the ilames leaped across 
Fifth avenue, and the roof vt the mag- 
nificent eight story iron hudl-ding of the 
First Natir.ral Bank was seen to be o.n 
tire.Fortunately, however, t'he fire wias dis- 
covered tjeifore much head^vay had been 
made and 
11: was extinguished without 
mucii d!ini£ge. Firemen were then sta-

On the 
contrary, the -colored men expressed 'them- 
selves as highly gratified, sit their recep- 
tion and the unusual fretedom from, un- 
pleasant incident. At Chicaso. Minneapo- 
lis and St. Louis, and especially at the 
lat'tei" city, the colored delegates had some 
decide'dly unpleasant 
experiences.

prejudices aro slowly wearing away as la 
broader and more onllshterxed ^pdri't makes 
it3 way to t'he di-siplacomcnt of the notion 
tha.t complex-ran is ttoe standard of either 
genrtUHy or atoility. 


Tlie nota.bl-a abseinic.e- of r'ac'o prejudice 


at Philadelphia was accompanied by an- 
other gratifying feature.
